Preached in St. John's Reformed and 


Trinity Lutheran. Churches hy 


Revs. Eyler and Wieand. 


The following is a brief synopsis 


of a no-license sermon preached in 
St. John's Reformed Church last Sun- 
day evening by Rev. J. Albert Eyler. 
The auditorium was crowded to the 
doors and the discourse was conced- 
ed by all to have been one of the best 
delivered in Bedford. 
Rev. Eyler 


said in part: 
' I have no text in the commonly 
accepted sense of that term. My sub- 
ject is larger than a single verse of 
Scripture. Perhaps I should say that 
I refrain from choosing a particular 
verse as a text because the whole 
Word of God is a text. The whole 
Bible .is so opposed-to this nefarious 
traffic:, against -which <we defend our- 
vselves^ that'll is hard to understand 
how any man, who, in the past, has 
thrown his influence upon'-the wrong 
side of this great moral question, can 
read his Bible thoughtfully without

Thanksgiving proclamation: 
"The season is at hand- in which it 
has been' our long-respected custom 
as a people to turn ,in praise and 
thanksgiving to Almighty God for 
His manifold mercies and blessings 
to us as a nation. ..The year that has 
just passed has been marked in a 
peculiar degree by manifestation of 
His gracious and beneficent provi- 
dence. We have not only had peace, 
throughout our own border and with 
the nations of the world, but that 
peace has been brightened by con- 
stantly multiplying evidences of gen- 
uine friendship, of mutual sympathy 
and understanding, and of the happy 
operation of "many elevating influ- 
ences both of ideal and of practice. 
"The nation has been not only 
prosperous, but has proved its. ca- 
pacity to take calm council amidst 
the rapid movement of affairs and 
deal with its own life in a spirit of 
candor, righteousness and comity. 
We have seen the' practical comple- 
tion of a work at the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama, which not only exemplifies the 
nation's abundant resources to ac- 
complish what it will, and the /dis- 
tinguished skill and capacity of its 
public servants, but also promises 
the beginning of a new age, of new 
contacts, new neighborhoods, 
new 
sympathies, 
new bonds and new 


ness. 
Read if you will Habakkuk 
-2: 15, '"Woe unto him that giveth 
his neighbor drink, that puttest thy 
bottle to him and makest him drunk- 
ea.'," or Ronrans 15: 1, "We then 
that are 'slyon'g ought to .bear the 
infirmities-'of- the weak, and not to 
please ourselves';" or Matt. 18: 6-7, 
"But whoso "shall offend one of these 
little ones which believe in „ me, it 
were better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about his neck, and 
that he were drowned in. the midst of 
the sea. Woe unto the world because 
of offenses: for it must needs be that 
offenses come; but woe to that man 
by whom the offense cometh!" 
If 


you believe that there is a God, if 
you have reverence for his word, if 
you desire to keep his command- 
ments and to escape his wrath can 
you, with a clear conscience, in the 
face of the above, and dozens of .oth- 
er passages which we might quote, 
vote for the establishment of the sa- 
loon, the business of which is to 
make men drunken? 
Can you who 
strong, and who can 1i,rgue that 
is not a temptation to you, 


can you escape the commandment to 
bear the infirmities of your weaker 
brother by removing from his pres- 
ence this subtle temptation? 
Can 
you doubt that if you vote for the 
return of the saloon you invoke upon 
yourself that awful judgment which 
God pronounces upon those who of- 
fend little children? For you do know 
that the saloon is a stumbling block 
to little children, an offense unto 
them, a temptation and a menace in 
their pathway, making all too many 
of them fatherless and homeless in 
those tender yeans when they most 
need a father and a home. You say 
"the offense will 
come anyway." 


Yes, but God saysj "Woe to that ma.n 
by whom it cometh-" Shall it come 
by your help or against your protest? 


• The situation in Bedford County 
is such at this time that you cannot 
escape your responsibility. You must 
be either for the saloon or against it. 
j.here is no neutral ground at this 
time. 
The man who does not vote 
on November 4th, casts his vote in 
reality for the saloon, for he does not 
avail himself of his God-given privi- 
lege to strike a blow against it- 
I have heard men make the state- 
ment that it is only a supposition 
that the saloon is the issue in this 
campaign. 
It is only a statement 
which is so feeble that it cannot 


,. stand alone. 
The issue was never 
more clear. 
Mr. Sammel has said: 


"'I am opposed to the saloon and will 
refuse all licenses." 
In this cam- 
paign Mr. Brice has not said publicly 
either I am for or against the saloon- 
He did not need to do so. He has 
been Associate Judge for 10 years. 
He has a record upon which to stand. 
He comes before the voters of this 
county with that record. He knows 
that you know what to expect from 
him. And you know that every man 
who is in favor of the saloon will 
vote for him. 
Therefore you ought 
not have any trouble finding your 
place if you are opposed to the sa- 
loon.

Coroner's Jury Returned Verdict Last 


Friday and Both Father and. Son 


Were Committed to Jail. 


The coroner's jury in the ease of 
Miss May Turner, who was shot and 
killed near New Buena Vista Sunday, 
October 19, re-convened last Friday 
morning at 9 o'clock at the office of 
Justice of the Peace L. C. Markel, 
who had been deputized as coroner, 
to act in place of the Coroner, Dr. J. 
G. Hank's, of Breezewood. 
John Corley, the 11-year-old sou 


of Howard Corley, at whose home 
the tragedy occurred, testified that 
he was examining the gun on the 
porch, just outside the window, and 
had it over his arm when it was ac- 
cidentally discharged, the shot pass- 
ing through* the glass and striking 
the girl as she sat by the table. The 
father still insisted that he knew 
nothing of the affair, having been at 
the barn at the time. 
He also stated that the boy had 
loaded the gun himself.

Corley aged eight, testified that his 
brother " John had gone into the 


Why State Grange Opposes $50,000,*" 


OOO Loau for Road Purposes. 


Following are twelve reasons why 


the Pennsylvania State Grange op- 
poses the $50,000,000 loan for road 
purposes. The Grange has been the 
pioneer of the good Toads movement, 
but it is opposed to the bond issue: 


First—It is not a good business 
proposition for any business to bor- 
row money when it is not necessary. 
The state has abundant resources to 
construct roads without borrowing a 
dollar. We can now raise from cur- 
rent revenues from $5,000,000 to $8,- 
000,000 annually. 


Second—Should more money be 
needed, the State Grange proposed a 
plan many years ago providing for a 
tax of one mill on corporate property. 
The Tax Commissioner • reported to 
the last Legislature to the effect that 
if the bonds of corporations were 
taxed in the hands of corporations in 
place of the hands "of the holder, $10,- 
000,000 more could "be added. 
Ex- 
Auditor Generals Young and Sisson 
said that even under present laws, 
with the necessary help, several mil- 
lions could be added. 


Third—Every cent of the tax on 
anthracite coal should go on the 
roads—that was the understanding. 
The, Legislature appropriated 
for 
roadr purposes for 1913-14, $3,385,- 
000 per year. Add to this the auto- 
mobile licenses and we have $4,500,- 
000 for roads annually. 
This an- 
swers the argument of our automo-

intelligently and economically. Why 
borrow? 


Fourth—The interest and sinking 


fund charges on a $50,000,000 loan 
will require from $3,000,000 to $3,- 
500,000 annually. On 50 year bonds 
the interest charges and principal 
would- cost us $150,000,000 until 
paid. Why not pay as you go instead 
of working for a dead horse? 


Fifth—Tears ago the state borrow- 
ed it -various times sums amounting 
to about $50,000,000 for our public 
works,--canals, etc. The interest and 
sinking fund charges plus the cost 
of repairing and maintaining them 
became so burdensome to the people 
tnat they were finally sold at a trifle. 
Shall we repeat that experiment?

Professor J. Holland Rose In "The 


Personality of Napoleon" writes of Na- 
poleon's courage. He says that his 
personality "never stood forth so 
grandly as after a defeat." The most 
serious blow "in the middle part of his 
career was that dealt him by the Arch 
duke Charles at Aspern-Essliug, nortii- 
east of Vienna. The Austrians were 
nearly double him in strength. The 
bridges over the Danube had been 
broken down in his rear. His great 
marshal, Lanues, had been killed, and, 
in fact, he had suffered a terrible re- 
verse. All his generals were for re- 
treat but he withstood them, and Pro- 
fessor Rose ranks the nest six weeks 
"among the most glorious of his mili- 
tary career." He secured new troops, 
deceived his enemy by false move- 
ments and finally defeated him at 
Wagram. 


But a decline came to such a pro- 


digious man. He himself said at St. 
Helena that he had been spoiled by 
success. It was natural that the vic- 
tor in fifty pitched battles and innu- 
merable smaller engagements should 
come to believe himself omniscient 
and invincible. It was this hardening 
of the mind that betrayed him into the 
Russian campaign, that caused him to 
refuse all compromise in 1813 and 1814 
and that led him to defeat by his in- 
feriors, Wellington and Blucher, at 
Waterloo, just as Hannibal was final- 
ly beaten

A RELIEF HERO 


Work of Red Cross "in Middle West 


Virtually Finished. 


In the October number of the Red 


Cross Magazine is made the state- 
ment that the relief work incident to 
_the great flood in the Middle West is 
-virtually closed. In Ohio and West 
Virginia, along the banks of the Ohio 
River, there occurred a severe out- 
break of typhoid fever following the 
hot months of the summer and the 
Red Cross still maintains a represen- 
tative in that neighborhood., 
x'he re- 
port shows that in the days immedi- 
ately following the flood more than 
300,000 persons were compelled to 
depend upon relief supplies for food, 
and there were 64,161 families, con- 
sisting of about 
256,000 persons, 
driven from home and temporarily 
dependent upon relief agencies or 
friends for shelter. 
The flood de- 
stroyed 2,691' dwellings, while the 
number of houses repaired and put 
into habitable condition by the Red 
Cross exceeded 10,00.0. The total ex- 
penditures .. in cash by the Red Cross
